Jackson questioned today 
the effect of some of Nixon’s

windfall profits. “This is not 
adequate, frankly,” he said. 
Jackson said those dealing 
with the crisis should take 
the approach: “protect the 
consumer.” 
“ I want them (oil com­ 
panies) to make reasonable 
profits, but what s going on 
there is consumers are being 
gouged and the companies 


are 
making 
unreasonable 
profits.. 
“ I would prefer to see 
some benefit to the 200-odd 
million Americans that are 
directly

example, gasoline by rolling 
back and freezing the prices. 
This is where the m ajor 
reform must come. 
Jackson said the present 
“new oil” price of $10.35 a 
barrel 
was 
unreasonable. 
“ The industry itself — the 
seven largest companies— 
the seven sisters—they all 
agreed that $10.35 was an 
u n reaso n ab le p ric e ," 
he 
said. 
“ My point is, right now, we 
are dealing with 
an un­ 
conscionable price situation 
in which the companies are 
... taking advantage of what 
the 
Khadafys 
have 
been 
doing.” 
The reference was to Col. 
M o a m m a r 
K h a d a f y . 
president of oil-rich Libya, 
origin of much of the im ­ 
ported U. S. oil prior to the 
Arab embargo. Since the 


embargo, Libya has sharply 
escalated oil prices.

stead of having Col Khadafy 
set new

legislation not only would 
call for a rollback in current 
prices to prices he did not 
specify, but a freeze “at 
lower levels.”

“We can keep oil and gas 
at reasonable levels in this 
country and still give the 
incentives for additional 
production and exploration 
to bring on the ability for 
self sufficiency.

Bury the bottom quarter of the bulb while keeping its 
base above the water line. Set container in a cool place 
(about 50 degrees) and leave in that dark, cool, well-ventil­ 
ated location for a few weeks. Check water level occa­ 
sionally. It should always be just below the base ot the bulb. 
Keep the roots in water as the bulb begins to sprout. They 
w ill shrivel and die quickly if allowed to become dry. When 
shoots are three-to four inches tall move container to the 
bright indirect light of a north window and leave tor three or 
four days and then set pot in the sun but move it back to in­ 
direct light when the flowers open. Keep the roots moist and 
rotate the pot occasionally. — G EO R G E.
